Sleet fell in this city Saturday 
nicht and loaded the telegraph wires with ice. 
A dout 4 o’clock Sunday morning a thirty-five- 
mile wind blew up and the telegraph poles 
with their extra weight of ice went down. One 
dcerusbed through a memorial window in Dr. 
Booth’s church on Eleventh avenue. The fire 
alarm service was badly crippled, and line- 
men have been busy all day getting it in 
shape. Brooklyn and Jersey City fared equal- 
ies bad as New York. The Metropolitan 
Telephone and Telegraphic company has 2,500 
“wires down and 250 poles broken. Its damage 
js placed at $150,000. 
No News in Wall Street. 

In Wall street brokers could not learn any- 
thing from the outside world, and stock busi- 
ness was more or less discouraging. Tonight 
it was estimated that the total loss to the tele- 
graph and telephone companies would exceed 
half a million dollars. 

Philadelphia was completely cut off from 
New York until this afternoon. The Western 
Union’s great trunk lines were totally wrecked 
in that direction as well as along the Hudson 
River. The trunk lines carry all wires to the 
South and are the most important divisions of 
the business. In addition to the regular wires 
‘are many specigl and leased wires, many of 
which run north from Washington. Every 
one of these lines is prostrated. Out of a total 
of 1,500 wires North and West the Western 
Union had not to exceed half a dozen wires 
working tonight. General Manager Usher 
of the Postal Telegraph company says that the 
wires in New Jersey are in the worst condi- 
tion, and that the severest damage was sus- 
tained in that State. In order to reach Cali- 
fornia messages will be sent from New York 
to Port Chester, thence to Montreal and the 
Pacific coast by Postal company, thence via 
the Canadian Pacific line. All the linemen 
obtainable within a radius of several hundred 
miles have been pressed into service. 

In Jersey City and Hoboken old bell-towers 
are being utilized for use in case of fires. 
Trains on all railroads in the path of the storm 
are run with but meager telegraph orders. 

Estimated Loss Nearly $3,000,000, 

The damage all over the storm-ridden dis- 
trict is far greater than at first was supposed. 
Every hour new reports come to police, telé- 
graph, or telephone headquarters indicating 
an unprecedented destruction of property. It 
will take weeks of time and great sums of 
money to repair the damage. 

For the first time in the history of the great 
telegraph and telephone companies which cen- 
ter in this city they were paralyzed. Never 
before have they experienced such complete 
and absolute havoc. The condition of their 
lines during the memorable blizzard was as 
nothing compared with the state of the tele- 
graph today. The storm of yesterday was by 
all odds the worst that the telegraph compa- 

+ nies h@ve ever had to deal with. The damage 
in this city is estimated at at least $2,000,000. 
In Brooklyn the damage to wires, poles, and 
houses will be $500,000. In Jersey City it is 
figured out at $300,000. 

An idea of what wrecking of lines was done 
may be gathered from the fact that out of 

_. _ 1,500 wires running out of this city the West- 

ern Union company had but three wires work- 

ig this morning. The rest, with the poles 

that supported them, lay beside railroad tracks 

and across fields and caught in trees or covered 

with snow. Two weeks’ unceasing effort will 

doe required to get the wires into the condi- 

1 tion which existed before the storm broke and 

tore down the poles and wires.

NEW ENGLAND GOT ITS SHARE. 


The Storm Proves to Be the Most Disas- 
trous of the Season. 
Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.—[Special.]—The 


| blizzard of yesterday proved the most expen- 


sive that has visited Boston for the year. The 
city was isolated from all the- large business 
centers. The loss falls heaviest upon the 
telephone and telsgraph companies. The West- 
ern Union Telegraph company reposts the 
storm us the most serious of any since the 
great blizzard bf 1488. Not a single wire was 
up between Boston and New York and there 
was only one wire to Albany, one to Chicago, 
and one to Buffalo. One wire was working to 


St. John, N. B., and from that point to, 


Montreal, one out of twenty to Portland, and 
one each to Lowell, White River Junction, and 
Manchester, N. H. 

The Postal Telegraph company was able to 
reach Albany, N. ., and Meriden, Conn., 
but between these points and New York City 
the wires were down. All Western points 
could be reached with ease, but such near 
points as Lynn and Gloucester were cut off. 
The Long Distance Telephone company had 
no communication with New York, either by 
telegraph or telephone, and its wires were in 


injured by the storm. Out of fifty-eight cir- 
cuits but four have been out of working order. 
Not many electric-light wires were down in 


the city, although a few were rendered useless 


in South Boston and Roxbury, but in Cam- 
bridge, Malden, Brookline, and Highton not 
an electric light was burning lastnight. The 
fire department wires were practically use- 
less, and a system of patrol was arranged, all 
available men being sent out on the streets 
with instructions in case of fire to ring an 
alarm and run for the nearest house of the 
department. 

But little delay was suffered on the different 
railroads leading into the city. The snow-fall 
amounted to 4 inches in Boston, but it was 
so sticky that it proved worse than a greater 
depth of light snow. The snow-fall was heav- 
ier in the States north of Massachusetts. At 
Manchester, N. H., fully 18 inches were re- 
corded, ‘and in some parts of Maine 12 and 14 
inches were measured. South of Boston 
the fall was light. West of Boston through 
Connecticut fall averaged from 3 to5 
inches until New York State was reached, 
where it increased. High winds prevailed 
throughout New England. The weather today 
has been clear and warm with light winds. The 
broken wires and poles are being rapidly re- 
paired and New, England wires will be all 
right tomorrow. Boston newspapers are get- 
ting their Washington news tonight by train 
to New Haven, Conn., and by telegraph 
thence.

Senators Aldrich, Edmunds, Hoar, Spooner, 
Cullom, and other Republican leaders looked 
as sullen as they felt, but they realized that 
their party was in the grip of a combine and 
they said little. Theshame which all Repub- 
licans felt was that the decisive vote had been 
given by Don Cameron, just reélected 
by a Legislature overwhelmingly Republican. 
He was paying the price, it was said, for Sena- 
tor Vest protecting him from exposure in the 
silver scandal until thatexposure could do him 
no harm, It wasn’t aconiforting reflection that 
he would sit on the Republican side for the 
next six years, always ready to turn in as an as- 
s stant Democrat. 

Grieved by Ingalls’ Falling Away. 

Ingalls’ deflection was also a bitter dose, 
but more charity was shown towards him be- 
cause it was realized that unless Senator Gor- 
man could influence some of the Democrats 
of the Kansas Legislature to vote for Ingalls 
the latter might not be reslected. 
The gain of Ingalls and Cameron 
made up for the loss of McConnell and Shoup, 
the Idaho Senators, who went into the deal 
by which ‘the Election. bill was laid aside 


three weeks ago. While Washburn was 


against the Election bill he had declared in 
favor of the closure resolution, but he failed 
to stand by his guns. 

One of the humorous explanations of the 
situation was that Don Cameron had becn 
moved to join the Democrats in order that 
the Worild’s Fair might not be endan- 
gered. Senator Farwell having spurned 
the pleadings to bec@me an  assist- 
ant Democrat, which bad been kept 
up for days, it was said that Cameron, out of 
friendship for Farwell, was going to. see -that 
the Fair should not suffer. Havmg done the 
Exposition all the harm possible the conspira- 
tors, who were jubilating over their success in 
defeating the Election bill, were good enough 
to say this afternoon that the Southern States 
would throw no further obstacles in its way. 

There seems little prospect tat either 
the closure resolution or the Election bill 
cen come up again. Senators Aldrich 
and Hoar will probably make the mo- 
tion to take them up when all the 
Republicans are on hand to vote in order that 
the record may be made clear. But they are 
not hopeful of the outlook. The silver Senators 
have gained nothmg. They cared hardly a 
straw for the Election bill. They could have 
voted as easily for the measure as against it. 
The sole purpose of their alliance with the 
Democrats was to coerce the President into 
promising to sign a free coinage bill. There 
is no probability that he will do 
thse and it is equally certain that 
he will veto the bill known as the Gorman- 
Stewart compromise, which is intended 
to give free coinage to the millionaire mine 
owners of the West for their product. The 
definite outcome of today’s developments is to 
do away with the probability of an extra session. 
The Democrats in both Houses will now show 
how rapidly they can disposé of public busi- 
ness. 

Where Does Stanford Stand?

Its stock- 
holders held a meeting, and the price for the 
control of the patents reduced to $400,000. 
This concession was made known to the man- 
ufacturera at the meeting yesterday, and 
enough money was plédged to close the deal. 
Today the papers will be drawn up and 
arrangements with the Washbuzsn & Moen. 
company completed. 

Barbed Wire Will Cost More.

Still 
further, if it be supposed possible that none of 
this would be experienced, there remains the 
unavoidable conclusion that the worker wouid 
be a loser by the change. If his wages were 
raised 25 per cent because the gold value of

Frank Jones Says He Has Not Given Up 
the Management of the Concern. 

Wasutnetros, D. C., Jan. 26.—The Con- 
gtessional Joint Committee on Emigration 
today gave a hearing to Frank Jones of Ports- 
mouth, N. H., inquirmg into a sale recently 
made by him of his brewery establishment to 
English capitalists, and incidentally investigat- 
ing the effect on immigration which is likely 
to follow the purchase of American industries 
by foreign capitalists. Mr. Jones stated that 
he had sold his breweries at Ports 
mouth and Boston for $6,300,000, which 
amount included between two and 
three millions of foreign Capital. The 
terms of the maar ss he said, weré speci- 
fied payments of cash and securities, with the 
understandmg that he should conduct the 
business of the company for three years. Of 
the $6,300,000 paid for the breweries Mr. Jones 
received in cash about 6 per cent of the amount 
and the balance in bonds and stock. All of 
the bonds were put on the English market 
and were purchased in small amounts. 

In answer to a question Mr. Jones said he 
retained about $500,000 of the stock and that 
a majority of the stock remained in the United 
States. He would sell under no other circum- 
stances. He had no practical control of the 
business in America and there had been no 
attempt to introduce English labor, customs, 
or changes in the conduct of the company. 
He had no knowledge of the sale of any other 
American breweries to English capitalists.

FREE PASSES ISSUED INDISCRIMI- 
NATELY TO FAVORED SHIPPERS.

All Shippers or Merchants Have to Do to 
Want Is to Establish a Refrigerator or 
Tank Car Line or Build a Few Yards of 
Track—Small Dealers Must Pay the Fare 
or Walk—Other Railway News. 

The efforts to prevent a collapse of the 
agreement to restrict the issue of free trans. 
portation for 189i have not been abandoned 
entirely. The New York directors of the 
Santa Fé, it is understood, have been appealed 
to by some of the Chicago managers with a 
view of bringing about a change in the 
attitude assumed by that company. Gen- 
eral Manager St. John of the Rock 
has received a re- 
quest from John J. McCook, one of 
the directors of the company and legal ad- 
viser of George C. Magoun, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Santa Fé, requesting 
him to ask the other roads to take no action in 
the matter until he can have an understand- 
ing with President Manvel, who is now in 
California. There is little prospect, however, 
that the mischief done can be repaired. Ever 
since the Santa Fé announced its with- 
drawal from the pass agreement several 
of the roads have been engaged in is- 
suing annual passes and mileage books 
to shippers, merchants, and others. The action 
in permitting the issue of free passes to tank 
car and refrigerator car lines has opened wide 
the doors for the indiscriminate issue of 
passes. The Burlington, it is claimed, is more 


to blame for the trouble than the Atchison, as 


the former insisted at the managers’ meeting 
which adopted the pass agreement that passes 
should be issued to tank lines. This induced 
other roads to issue passes to refrigerator car 
lines, as they could ses difference between 
the two. This was followed by the issye of 
passes to such shippers and firms as Own 
short private tracks to their establishments, 
they being considered owners of a railroad. 

whole transaction is the worst kind of 
discrimination, and such as the law intended 
to prevent. Most of the tank cars are owned 
by the Standard Oil company, which, under 
the present practice, gets all the feee passes it 
wants, while smaller oil firms are compelled 
to pay full fare. Half a doz 
en or more of the big Chicago 
Packers furnish their own refrigerator cars, 
for which they receive g mileage of 1}¢ to 3 
cents per mile per car. In addition to that 
remuneration they now receive the benefit of 
free transportation for their officers and 
agents. Packers who are not rich enough to 
furnish their own refrigerator cars must pay 
full fare for themselves and agents and there- 
by suffer an additional disadvantage. Then 
there is a large number of firms owning little 
spurs of roads which serve as an excuse 
for furnishing them free transportation. 
All these people are now bemg supplied with 
free passes, and when they get all they can use 
during the year the pass agreement probably 
will be — to shut out small and unim- 
portant shippers and merchants. There is no 
probability that the numberless passes already 
issued will be canceled in case the agreement 
is reaffirmed. All that would be done in such 
a case would be to ask for a list of passes al- 
ready issued so as to enable those roads which 
have been too — = ey See patrons 
with passes to remedy the negiect. 

The opinion is expressed freely that those 
roads which have furnished passes to the firms 
owning tank-car and refrigerator-car lines or 
short spurs of tracks running to their estab- 
lishments are guilty of violation of the Inter- 
State Commerce law, and that if prosecuted 
for the offense they would no doubt be con- 
victed. All a wealthy shipper or merchant 
has to do now in order to get all the free 
transportation he wants is to get two or three 
refrigerators-cars and cull them a line, or to 
build a few yards df track and call them a 
railroad. No jury could be convinced that 
such action is not a willful evasion of the law. 
The Inter-State Commerce Commission would 
find a fruitful field here for investigation and 
action. 

EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS. 


Slight Increase During the Last Week Over 
the Week Previous. 

There was a slight improvement in east- 
bound freight shipments last week, but the 
volume of business by no me came near 
that of last year at this time. The outlook 
for the roads is anything but flattering, and they 
may be well satisfied if they carry one-half 
the tonnage between now and next summer 
that they carried last year. Little grain re- 


mains in the country that can be sent to mar- 


ket, while at this time last year the elevators 
and warehouses in the West were full to over- 
flowing. . 

The shipments of flour, grain, and provis- 
ions from Chicago through to seaboard points 
and for export for the week ending Saturday 
by the various Central Traffic Association 
roads were 44,218 tons, against 40,682 tons for 
the week previous and 68,545 tons for the cor- 
responding week last year. Flour shipments 
last week were 4,727 tons, against 6,053 tons 
last year; grain, 28,352 tons, against 49,544 
tons; provisions, 11,139, against 12,948 tons. 
The percentages carried by the various roads 
were as follows: Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
25.1; Michigan Central, 18.8; Luke Shore, 
14.3; Fort Wayne, 13.6; Pan-Handle, 88; 
Baltimore, 10.1; N ickel-Plate, 12.3. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock, from Chicago to through 
and local points in the East last week by the 
various east-bound roads, amounted to 81,661 
tons, against 74,810 tons for the week previous, 
and 106,076 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. The tonnage carried by the various

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA IN CHICAGO. 


Products of That Section of the West on 
Exhibition. 


Maj. Truman, who has charge of the free 
exhibit of the four southern counties of Cali- 
forma, on the ground floor of the Rialto 
Building, said yesterday: 

„My 250 and 281 pound squashes have given 
up the ghost, after having put on tremendu- 
ous airshere since Oct. 1. All of my 100. 
pound watermelons that lay around here 
loose for more than two months 
have gone down the river. My beets 
that were from three feet to four 
feet ten inches in length have decayed. 
Oct. 8 last I had twenty-four plates of quinces 
from San Diego and Qrange Counties, any 
single one of which weighed from two to three 
pounds. I had twenty of pears from 
the above-named counties which weighed 
from one and one-half to three pounds each 
pear. The last plate of quinces was removed 
a few days ago, but two plates of the original 
pears remain, Six weeks ago I had twenty- 
two plates of persimmons and pomegranates ; 
now I have only three left, I still have about 
— A plates of apples, the most from Julian, 
22 — tal they “re 

nge ounty; bu are ing 
shriveled. I shall probably have no more 
peaches or grapes or apples or quinces or 
pears or squashes or watermelons until next 
summer, and then I will have some stem- 
winders.”’ 

Then Manager Truman showed six im- 
mense heads of cauliflower that had been 
picked Jan. 10, twelve boxes of strawberries, 
three plates of tomatoes, and some bananas, 
oranges, lemons, and limes that have just ar- 
rived from Los Angeles County; some guavas 
and honey from Mme. Modjeska’s ranch, near 
San Juan Capistrano in Orange County, and 
all the varieties of dried and preserved fruits 
known in two zones from San Bernardino 
County, and raisins from all four of the coun- 
ties. e showed olives and olive oil and figs 
sent from the Kimball Brothers, National City, 
San Diego County, and also some potatoes 
labeled ** Planted 8. t. 80, 1890, and dug Jan. 
1. 1891, Los Angeles ty. He has several 
squashes left, the biggest only weighing 191 
pounds; a hill of sweet tatoes weighing 70 
pounds, and a hill of Irish potatoes weighing 
64 pounds.

RECIPROCITY AND SUGAR. 
HERE IS AN ANOMALOUS ECONOMIC 
2 SITUATION. 


Spain’s First Response to the Free Market 
for Sugar—Twenty Per Cent Added to 
the Imports—The Future of the Island 
Menaced with Revolution and Ruin 
Spain Playing Its Selfish, Crafty Tricks 
on the Fool McKinley-Aldrich Free 
Sugar Bill—It Should Be Headed Off. 

Jan. 20.+-[Staff Correspond- 
ence New York Tribune, — The latest dis- 
patches from Madrid indicate that the Span- 
ish Government is making a brave show of re- 
sisting the Cuban demands for the negotiation 
of a reciprocity treaty.. The Commissioners 
sent out from the island have been hospitably 
entertained and received with marked atten- 
tion by the Queen Regent, but no disposition 
has been shown to comply with their solicita- 
tions for commercial concessions to the 

United States. Commissioners repre- 

sent all the important productive and in- 

dustrial interests of the island. They 
have appealed to the Crown to avert 
the impending ruin of the sugar planta- 
tions and the general prostration of mercan- 
tile business by timely concessions to the 

United States by which the benefits of a free 

market will be permanently secured. The 

Government is unwillMg to sacrifice the inter- 

ests of the agricultural, commercial, and mari- 

time classes of Spain. The Commissioners 
will be bowed out of Madrid this month with 
smiles and-compliments and the garrison in 

Cuba will be strengthened. . There will be no 

immediate change of policy. The Spanish 

West Indies have always been considered fat 

cows to be milked for the home dairy.

Forestalling the McKinley Bill. 

As soon as it became known in Spain a year 
ago that the United States tariff system would 
be modified with a view to the cheapening of 
the sugar supply measures were taken to 
counteract the effects by a more rigorous dif- 
ferential tariff on imports received in the isl- 
and. June 30 flour was taxed $4.69 in enter- 
ing this market from the United States, but 
from Spain it came in without restriction. 
July 1 the duties were inc to $5.63, 
while Spanish flour remained free. At the 
same time about 20 cent was added to 
ali classes of imports of foreign manufacture, 
while Spanish producers continued as be- 
fore to enjoy the advantages of differential 
schedules. This was the first response from 
Madrid to the offer of a free market in the 
United States for the chief staple of Cuba. 
Higher duties were imposed * every article 
of reciprocal exchange which would be 
brought into the island in payment for sugar. 
This was done in anticipation of 
of the McKinley Tariffact. Six months have 
elapsed and the increased duties are still in 
Force. The Spanish Government is now re- 

rted to be considering the expediency of 
imposing a direct tax on sugar 
after April 1, when the average duty 
be removed in 
the United States. There is no direct export 
tax now, although indirectly a cargo of sugar 
is subjected to one, since a err fee of $1, 
known as the loading duty, is collected from 
the shipper, precisely as another tonnage fee 
of the same amount is levied as a discharging 
duty on all imports received. What is now 
under contemplation is the replacing of the 
unport duty taken off in the United States by 
an export duty in Cuba. That will be a most 
defiant challenge to the United States. 


Where Is the End? 

How is this thing to end? The Cuban Com- 
missioners will return without obtaining con- 
cessions from the mother State. The increase 
of the duties on flour dnd all other imports and 
the levying of an export duty on sugar Will in- 
evitably operate next year to close the free 
market for sugar. The i will have no 
alternative, Congress has made it his duty to 
act decimvely if reciprocity be not arranged 
on equitable terms this year. He will be com- 
pelled by the reciprocity requirements of the 
Tarif law to discriminate against 
Cuba and in favor of .other sugar- 
producing countries which are will 
to make reasonable concessions to the Uni 
States.
